War Dennciaant Survey 
Shows They Fit Easily 
Into Civil Life. 


WASHINGTON, — According to a 
survey by the information and edu- 
cation division of the war depart- 
ment, most discharged soldiers are 
adjusting themselves to civil life 
without great difficulty or long de- 
lay. 

The sample survey covered 1,812 


men discharged from our widely 
scattered separation centers last 
July, 


They filled out questionnaires re- 
garding their plans at separation, 
These were followed by question- 
naires or interviews within two or 
four months which brought returns 
from 92 per cent of those originally 
questioned, 

About four-fifths of the veterans 
took jobs within three months after 
discharge. 

The job turnover was fairly high. 
Nearly a fifth of the veterans re- 
ported they had left 
job when they answered the follow- 
up questionnaires. 

Wages Disappoint, 

Generally speaking, the men re- 
turned to jobs at about the same 
skill level they had when they en- 
tered the army, despite their belief 
they could upgrade themselves im- 
mediately afier discharge, 

Veterans reported disappointment 
with wages, arising largely from 
the stories of tremendous civilian 
earnings which they heard while 
in service, 

Only 3 per cent reported they were 
full-time students. However, dis- 
charges in July were from among 
older men with long service, of 
whom few would be interested in 
continuing education. 

Of those examined, 64 per 


ing the army. 

Twenty-two per cent of all ques- 
tioned returned to work with their 
former employer. Three per cent 
planned to return, 2 per cent tried 
but couldn’t get their old jobs back, 
4 per cent asked, but decided not 
to return, and 33 per cent made no 
effort to return, 

On separation, 8 per cent said 
they would seek or return to gov-

ernment jobs and 11 per cent said 
they would probably try for govern- 
ment jobs. 

Some Ask Benefits. 

Within 90 days of discharge, 8 
per cent of those examined had 
taken public employment, three- 
quarters with federal agencies, 10 
per cent had applied for such jobs 
and nearly a third planned to apply 
later, 

Twenty-two per 
examined applied for benefits under 
the G.I, bill of rights. 

Only about half of these had re- 
ceived favorable action at the time 
of their replies. 

Relatively few were turned down 
for educational aid or readjustment 
allowances, Rejection of loan appli- 
cations ran higher than accept- 
ances, 

The follow-up questionnaires did 
not seek to go inte psychological 
adjustment.

The scientists added that it was 
a better guess to say the famous 
cathedral still would be standing 500 
years from now, although they ad- 
mitted there was some deteriora- 
tion either from the activities of 
microbes or from sulphuric acid 
produced by coal smoke. 

The group, which includes chem- 
ists, biologists and geologists, re- 
cently was appointed by the gov- 
ernment’s Beaux-Arts department 
to survey the condition of monu- 
ments throughout France.

AID MEAT SHORTAGE 


The Washington estimates that| 


the country’s meat supply may be} 
a billion pounds shorter next year 
is a challenge to every Alabama 
farmer to raise more feed and 
grazing crops for livestock,

PEANUT LEAFSPOT CONTROL 

Dusting controls leafspot, a dis- 
ease which reduces the yield as 
greatly as 200-500 pounds of pea- 
nuts and 400-800 pounds of hay 
per acre, (1) Dusting Material: 
Copper-sulfur dust mixtures give 
better leafspot control and higher 
yields than straight sulfur dust 
alone. (2) Dusting Equipment: 
This dust can be applied by horse- 
drawn duster, tractor duster, and 
should be applied under still con- 
ditions. It is best early in the 
morning or late in afternoon, (3) 
When to Dust: For runner pea- 
nuts, make the first dusting appli- 
cation during the first ten days of 
July. On Spanish peanuts, dust 
should be started about 10 days 
earlier. Make 4 applications at 10- 
days to two-weeks intervals. Re- 
peat if any application is washed 
off. Amount of Dust To Apply: 
For runners, apply 15 to 20 lbs. 
per acre per dustin,g which will 
total 60 to 80 lbs. for 4 applica- 
tions. For Spanish, apply 3 appli- 
ations of 15 to 20 lbs. per acre, 
which totals 45 to 60 lbs, per acre.

LET’S KNOW OUR PINES 


By A. H. Antonie, Project For- 

ester, Alabama Department of 

Conservation, Division of For- 
estry, Ozark, Alabama. 


This tree is not of as great im- 
portance as the four pines I have 
already described, It is a great 
deal like the Loblolly Pine but is 
found mainly in ponds and poorly 
drained swampy areas of Central 
and South Alabama. This, too, is 
also occosionally called ‘Rosemary 
Pine.” 

The Pond (or Black) Pine: 

This is generally a moderately 
fast growing pine. The trunk is 
often short and stout. It may be- 
come 40 to 60 feet high and sel- 
dom over two feet in diameter, 
The branches are usually contort: 
ed and form a rounded crown, The 
many slender branches and the 
small leafy shoots along the trunk 
give this pine a very shaggy ap- 
pearance, 

The needles are three and ocea- 
sionally four to a bundle and six 
to eight inches long. The bark is 
dark red-brown and irregularly 
divided into small plates, The 
small, slender branches are at first 
a dark green, turning gradually 
to orange and finally nearly black, 
The cones are about 2% inches in 
length, egg-shaped and armed with 
many small stickers, Open cones 
stay on the tree for several years 
after dropping the seed. 

The wood is very resinous, is 
heavy, soft, brittle and coarse- 
grained, The heartwood is often 
cut along with the other southern 
pines although it is not as good. 
Its main uses are for lumber and 
pulp. Pond Pine is sometimes 
turpentined but this is usually not 
profitable. f

JESUS’ FRIENDS CARRY ON 
HIS WORK 


LESSON TEXT—Mark 16:15, 16, 18, 
20; Luke 24:45-49; Acts 2:46, 47; 5:42. 

MEMORY SELECTION—Go ye into all 
the world, and preach the gospel to ev- 
ery creature,—Mark 16:15, 


Friendship brings results. We re- 
spond to it with our own interest, 
and by our desire to bring others 
into its helpful circle of influence 
Obviously, the man who knows the 
friendship of Jesus wants others to 
meet his Friend and know his love 
and power. 

The disciples had seen the risen 
Lord, a privilege which carried with 
it the responsibility of declaring the 
good news of completed redemp- 
tion to all the nations of the earth. 

We find them engaged in 

Y. Blessed Preaching (Mark 16: 
15, 16, 19, 20). 

The call and commission of the 
Lord before he was caught up into 
heaven was clear and definite. 
How glad we are that the disciples 
obeyed, went and preached, and had 
such blessed results, 

The response of these early Chris- 
tians was immediate and enthusi- 
astic. Would that such a spirit had 
characterized the church through 
all the generations since then, and 
if it had, the commission would long 
since have been carried out. It has 
been estimated that if everyone in 
a church of two thousand were to 
win one soul a year, and each con- 
vert win one soul each year, the 
world would be evangelized in less 
than thirty-five years. Why not? 

But while on the whole the church 
has failed, there have been valiant 
souls all down through its history 
who have given themselves to the 
business of preaching the gospel. 
With them, as with these of the first 
century, the secret is ever, ‘‘The 
Lord working with them.” 

Il, Powerful Witnessing (Luke 24; 
45-49), 

The death and resurrection of 
Christ made possible the preaching 
of repentance and remission of sins, 
the message of redemption which 
was to go out to all nations through 
the disciples. 

They were witnesses of these 
things, they spoke that which they 
knew and had experienced, and so 
their word carried weight and con- 
viction, That, however, was not the 
secret of the success of their ef- 
forts; there was something more, 

It is never enough for a man to 
speak of the things of God, no mat- 
ter how brilliant and eloquent he 
may be, nor how certain he may be 
of his facts, He must have the 
power of God. 

The early believers were to tarry 
until they received the Holy Spirit. 
We need only yield to him for he is 
present with every believer—the in- 
dwelling One—ready to empower 
and use us. 

We need a real revival of the Holy 
Spirit power in the church, and we 
need it now. If the church as a 
whole will not yield to God, let us 
do so as individuals that we may 
be witnesses with power. 

God is looking for men. He has 
always honored those who in faith 
have obeyed his command. The 
whole history of church and mis- 
sionary endeavor bears eloquent 
testimony to that fact, 

II. Glad Soul-Winning (Acts 2:46, 
47; 5:42). 

There are a number of things in 
this passage. There is the fine fel- 
lowship of the believers in the ear- 
ly church, We also note that they 
were regular in their attendance at 
the temple. They preached and 
taught both in the temple and at 
home. But the significant thing 
which we wish to note now is that 
it all resulted in the salvation of 
souls, 

The Lord added to the church 
“day by day those that were 
saved," for such is the proper read- 
ing of verse 47, Day by day souls 
were won for Christ and added to 
the church. Why do we not have 
more churches of that kind today? 

The church, which is so much the 
center of life for Christians, is not 
as well understood as it should be. 
We have come to regard it as just 
one organization among many com- 
peting for the attention and interest 
of men, when it is really a divine, 
living organism established by 
Christ as his body and representing 
him in this world. 

The church is made up of those 
who are saved (y. 47), those who 
have received the word by faith 
and witnessed a good confession of 
their faith in Christ (v. 41), This is 
a fact to be remembered in a time 
when there is so much laxness in 
receiving members into the church. 
It is not a religious or social club. 
It is not a rallying place for those 
who wish to work for some eito- 
nomic, political, or social project, 
It is not a gathering of good people 
who wish to share common _in- 
terests. 

The church needs to cleanse its 
rolls of all unbelievers, all hangers 
on, and to get back to the purit) 
which it had when only those were 
received who were manifestly ‘add 
ed’’ by®the Lord (vy. 47),

Library Indexing 
Lincoln’s Papers 


Must Be Kept Secret Until 


47 at Son’s Request. 
WASHINGTON, — In 
Stacks of the library of congress 
work is progressing on a collection 
of secret papers of Abraham Lin- 
coln which may yield new informa- 
tion on his life and times. 

Few persons now living 
only one—know the contents of the 
collection given to the library more 
than 26 years ago by Robert Todd 
Lincoln, son of the Civil war presi- 
dent, 

Not until July 26, 1947, and may- 
be later, will the public be told 
what the papers from the desk and 
personal files of the great emanci- 
pator reveal. 

In giving the collection to the li- 
brary, Robert Todd Lincoln speci- 
fied that it be ‘‘catefully preserved 
from official or public inspection or 
private view'' until at least 21 years 
after his death, 

Robert Todd Lincoln, one-time 
president of the Pullman company 
in Chicago, died here July 26, 1926. 

However, six months before his 
death, the son wrote the library 
that it could proceed with indexing 
the “letters, manuscripts, docu- 
ments and other private papers’’ to 
prepare them “against the time 
when they shall be opened to the 
public.” 

There has been much speculation, 
but no official explanation, as to why 
the son said his gift must be with- 
held from the public 21 years. Most 
persons believe he did this to pre- 
vent any possible embarrassment to 
men or women then living who 
were mentioned in his father's files. 

It is believed the collection will 
be of chief value to scholars in fill- 
ing in the background of the Civil 
war era, 

Eventually the collection will be 
microfilmed to provide copies for 
other libraries and institutions.

Tells Weapon to Freeze 
All Within Five Miles 


HOUSTON, TEXAS. — Dr. J. W. 
Behnken of Oak Park, [ll., presi- 
dent of the Missouri synod of the 
Lutheran church, recently described 
what he said was a secret weapon 
with which Germany had hoped to 
win the war but which Hitler never 
received. He spoke at a synod. din- 
ner, 

Dr. Behnken, who has just re- 
turned from a seven weeks tour of 
Europe, suid that the weapon 
freezes everything within a radius 
of five miles, instead of burning ev 
erything as the atom bomb does 

‘The man who invented this weap- 
on was persuaded by a_ fellow 
churchman not to release its dread- 
ful secret,’’ Dr. Behnken said. ‘'The 
inventor kept putting the Nazis off 
by saying he hadn’t completed his 
experiments and Hitler never re- 
ceived the weapon.” 

Dr, Behnken added that ‘the in- 
ventor is now in the hands of the 
Russians, 

Dr, Behnken said he had told the 
story of his findings to President 
Truman and was called back to 
Washington to repeat the story to 
military officials. 


Russia Getting Warmer 
Through Arctic Change 


MOSCOW. — The Geophysical in- 
stitute of the Soviet Academy of Sci- 
ences announced recently that re- 
cent studies had disclosed an appre- 
ciable increase in Arctic tempera- 
ture, affecting the climate of the 
entire Soviet Union, particularly Eu- 
ropean Russia. 

The institute's report said that 
since the beginning of this century 
there had been a gradual disintegra- 
tion of icebergs in the Arctic seas 
and a faster movement southward. 

The observation of 1,000 Soviet 
weather stations showed an intensi- 
fied circulation of warm air masses 
to the north balanced by cold air 
moving south, the net result being 
a rise in temperature, 

In Yakutsk, in eastern Siberia, the 
world’s coldest spot, the average 
temperature during the last three 
years has been one-half degree high- 
er, Moscow's winters have been less 
severe this century than the last 
and the summers cooler,

WASHINGTON. — All United 
States forces in the Middle East, 
India and Burma, with the excep- 
tion of a few air force personnel, 
will be withdrawn as soon ag sur-

He said disposition of air force 
personnel will await a decision 
whether to terminate air transport 
command service through the Mid- 
dle East to the Far East.

Soll Tests 

Tests made at Ohio State college 
dealing with soil aeration provide 
one reason for spading. These tesis 
showed that to insure maximuin 
plant growth there must be a com- 
plete change of the air in the soil, to 
the depth of eight inches, every hour. 
Compact soil interferes with this ex- 
change; and it is easy to prove that 
garden soil is compact after a win- 
ter of rain and snow.
